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TJC Receives ‘Feeler’ For Rose Boi 


Tyler Rates High 
In JC Standings 


Last Friday night the Kilgore 
College Rangers beat the San 
Angelo Rams to insure the Tyler 
Apaches of at least a tie for the 
South ewestern Junior College 
Conference Championship. Tyler 
i$ now the only undefeated and 
untied team in the conference and 
appear ready to take a weak Dal¬ 
las Navel Air Station team and 
meet the San Angelo eleven with 
the same unblemished record. 

TJC officials have received their 
“feeler” regarding possible entry 
of its football team in the Little 
Rose Bowl classic to be held at 
Pasadena, California, December 
13. The feeler is definitely not an 
invitation to play in the top post- 
season game. 

In a letter received last week 
TJC was informed that the Little 
Rose Bowl sponsors, the Pasadena 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
had begun considering possible 
opponents for California’s No. 1 
team, which is as yet undesignat¬ 
ed. Contestants v/ill be picked not 
later than November 28, the day 
after Tyler meets San Angelo. If 
the Apaches beat the Rams, they 
will be a definite contender for 
the Eastern representative. If San 
Angelo beats Tyler, a possible 
three-way tie between the two 
teams and Kilgore could result. 

Making the inquiry for the 
sponsors was Maj. L. B. Chapman 
who has been asked to make 
recommendations on possible en¬ 
trants in the bowl. Chapman is the 
publisher of the several football 
reviews, including “Touchdown 
Tips” which rates Coach Floyd 
Wagstaffs charges as the fourth 
strongest college in the nation. 
Several weeks ago the Williamson 
System rated the Apaches third. 

Dr. Jenkins immediately replied 
that Tyler is definitely interested 
in a post-season game, enclosed 
material in its record and stories 
“ telling of various games and said 
he felt sure that the team could 
mak£ a fine showing. 

Last year Compton Junior Col¬ 
lege of California defeated Kil¬ 
gore before 51,000 fans, 19-0. And 
Kilgore, with most of its strong 
last year team back, fell to a 7-6 
defeat before the Apaches here 
on October 25. 

The fact that a Texas team so 
near Tyler’s vicinity received an 
invitation last season may weigh 
against the Tribe and only an 
undefeated season can bring 
strong consideration by bowl of¬ 
ficials. 

If the Apaches go through the 
remainder of their heavy sche¬ 
dule, which calls on them to meet 
ten of the finest junior colleges 
in the Southwest, then they will 
merit recognition. 

Maj. Champan rates the Comp¬ 
ton team first in the nation, with 
the Cameron Aggies of Lawton, 
Oklahoma, second and Los Ange¬ 
les City College third, followed by 
fourth place Tyler. Williamson 
rated Compton first, Cameron 
second and Tyler third.

Two Ex-Apaches Elected 
TU Bluebonnet Nominees 


Next Tuesday night at 6:30 
there will be a TJC pep rally on 
the Courthouse Square. The big 
pep meeting will be proceeded by 
a parade around the square; the 
Apache Black and Golct Band will 
lead the parade. 

After assembly on the Court¬ 
house steps, the cheerleaders, A. 
C. Gentry, Billy Bob Bates, Sara 
Davenport, Doc White and Patsy 
Hoffmeyer, will lead the group 
in several yells and songs- Another 
pep rally will be held before the 
buses leave Wednesday night. 


Playing their best game since 
downing Kilgore October 25, the 
Tyler Apaches ground out 289 
yards on the ground and 56 
through the air while crushing a 
fighting Henderson County Junior 
College Cardinal eleven 20 to 0 
here last night before 6000 chilled 
but enthusiastic spectators. 

The victory enabled the Apaches 
to keep intact a towering record of 
no defeats in eight games this sea¬ 
son. It was the second loss of the 
season for the Cardinals from 
Athens. 

Light rains which intermittently 
peppered down on the two teams 
fell with a vengeance midway 
through the final period and drove 
all but a fe whundred hardy fans 
to shelter but never lowed the 
quality of play. 

The issue was never in doubt 
from the opening kickoff as the 
Apaches rolled to three first 
downs in six plays before num¬ 
bered fingers caused the first of 
five fumbles in the game. 

Big Rollin Frase, Jim Drake and 
Gene Shannon were the greatest 
offensive threats for the Apaches, 
while Billy Porter, ace kicker, and 
End Rupert Frase, brother of 
Fullback Rollin, shined on de¬ 
fense. Porter dropped four punts 
within the Cardinal 10-yard-stripe 
and still averaged 33 yards per 
try. 

Halfback Shannon romped 34 
yards late in the first quarter for 
the initial Apache tally. Several 
fine blocks aided in the long 
ramble. 

A blocked Henderson kick in 
the fading moments of the first 
half, which was recovered by 
Apache Guard Sidney Dauphin 
on the Cardinal seven yard stripe, 
set up the Tribe’s second tally.
